One day a 
leadmg Finlander came to him and 
said that that night his countrymen 
were to have a grand ball interspersed 
with singing and music, m one of the 
halls, and it would be a good place 
for a speech in Mr. Koop’s interest, 
adding that a f 10 bill would be re- 
quirea to set >m up to the boys. 
Mr. 
Koop caught on, gave the man a 
crisp tlO bill and told him to make 
as good a speech as he could. Along, 
m the evening Mr. Koop and a few of 
his friends sauntered down to the 
hall where the dance was in progress 
and a few minutes after the party 
entered his Finlander friend mounted 
a chair and proceeded to talk to the 
Fins in their own language. At the 
end of every sentence the crowd 
yelled, clapped 
their 
hands and 
stampped their feet, almost going 
wild with delight 
In about half an 
hour the speaker finished and stepped 
down from the top of the cnair. 
Koop rushed up to him, took him by 
the nand and thanked him warmly 
for the good words he had spoken in 
his (Koop’s) behalf. 
Bat, come to 
find out the Finlander had not spoken 
in behalf of Koop bnt roasted him to 
a torn, denouncing him in unmeas­ 
ured terms and gave his opponent a 
fine send-off. 


Beats the bcheffer Law. 
They have what is termed a novel 
way of treating confirmed inebriates 
in Sweden. There drunkeness is a 
crime and punished by arrest. The 
victim of too much association with 
the cup that entices is placed generally 
in solitary confinement in a dark cell. 
Then when the stuper of his debauch 
wears off and he begins to call for 
food, instead of 
his being given 
ordinary prison fare, he is fed on a 
pudding made of the strongest wine 
with bread crumbs. The first day his 
diet appears exquisite. But as it is 
not varied on the second or on the 
third day, by the time of a week has 
elapsed the toper has arrived at such 
a repugnance to all forms of alcohol 
that he is discharged cured. In com­ 
paratively few instances does the 
treatment have to be repeated. After 
all, this is not very much more radical 
than our Minnesota law for the pun­ 
ishment of drunkeness. The novelty 
of the Swedish law is that it is en­ 
forced, while Senator Scheffer's bant­ 
ling poor thing, is almost totally 
neglected by the authorities, and no­ 
body can tell whether it is dead or 
alive.—Winona Republican.

J ohn Frederick Parker, born in Win­ 
chester, Va., came to 
Washington 
some time before the firing on Fort 
Sumter, and soon found employ ment 
on the metropolitan 
police force, j 
When in 18 G2 it was decided to 
strengthen the regular force of door- 
keepers and watchmen at the White 
House with a squad of policemen, Park­ 
er was one of those selected. 
It thus 
happened that when President Lin­ 
coln and party entered the old Ford 
Theater ou the night of Good Friday , 
1NG5, they were accompanied by 
Parker as guard. He took his position 
at the door to the private box from 
which President Lincoln watched the 
performance, where he was expected 
to remain and prevent the entrance 
ot every one except the members of 
the party . As the play proceeded, 
Parker from his post couhl hear just 
enough of what was said on the stage 
to arouse his curiosity , and it was 
not long before he left the door and 
edged Ids way toward the audito­ 
rium. 
He finally took a seat in the 
orchestra, or “ pit” as it was then 
called, where he had scarcely settled 
himself when the whole audience was 
surprised by the report of a pistol 
shot. 
The assassin, Booth, had 
stealthily approached the door of the 
President's private box, where, find­ 
ing no one to challenge him, he en­ 
tered unannounced and fired the fatal 
shot. 
There is no question in the 
minds of those w’ho are familiar with 
the details that had Parker remained 
at his post Booth could never have 
taken President Lincoln unawares.

Life. 
From a W ashington Special. 
The one man in the world who 
could have prevented the assassina­ 
tion of President Lincoln is dead. 
John Frederick Parker, horn in \Yin- 
chester, Va., came to 
Washington 
some time before the firing on Fort 
Sumter, and soon found employ ment 
on the metropolitan 
police force. 
When in 1H<>2 it was decided to 
strengthen the regular force ol door­ 
keepers and watchmen at the White 
House with asquad of policemen. Park­ 
er was one of those selected. It thus 
happened that when President Lin­ 
coln and party entered the old Ford 
Theater ou the night of Good Friday, 
18G5, they were accompanied by 
Parker aa gila rd. He took his position 
ut the door to the private box from 
which President Lincoln watched the 
performance, where he was expected 
to remain and prevent the entrance 
of every one except the members of 
the party. As the play proceeded, 
Parker from his post could hear just 
enough of what was said on the stage 
to arouse his curiositv, and it was 
not long before he left the door and 
edged his way toward the audito­ 
rium. He finally took a seat in the 
orchestra, or “pit” as it was then 
called, where lie had scarcely settled 
himself when the whole audience was 
surprised bv the report of a pistol 
shot. 
The assassin. Booth, had 
stealt hily approached the door of the 
President's private box, where, find­ 
ing no one to challenge him, he en­ 
tered unannounced and fired the fatal 
shot. There is no question in the 
minds of those who are familiar with 
the details that had Parker remained 
at his post Booth could never have 
taken President Lincoln unawares.

He is the Right Kind of a Man He 
can do Well Anywhere. 
“What some of your funny men or 
metropolitan newspapers would dc 
without the country editor to crack 
a joke on occasionally, when theii 
think-tanks have run dry. I do nol 
know,” said the proprietor, editor 
dramatic critic, news reporter, busi­ 
ness manager, foreman of the com 
posing room of a thriving weekly 
sheet published in a town adjoining 
New York, while he was on a visit tc 
the city the other day, to a New 
} ork Tribune writer. “When we are 
thinking of the famous city newspa- 
]>ers and the vast influence they ex 
erf, we are apt to underestimate the 
bn porta nt 
place occupied by the 
country newspapers. Mote people 
read them than you would suppose. 
Kiffht here in your city I have seen 
busy men, men of affairs, leading 
politicians, 
millionaire merchant* 
Mnd railway magnates receive theil 
mail in the busiest hours of tho day, 
and stop two or three minutes tc 
pick out, unfold and glance over the 
columns of the little newspapers pub 
lished in their native towns. 
Every 
name there is familiar to them. Every 
thing that goesoninthoselittleham 
lets interests them. Then the rush 
of business sweeps along again and 
the little paper is thrust into an in­ 
side pocket to be read from headline 
to the last advertisement at tin 
first half hour of leisure. 
“Then the residents of the country 
towns want their local papers for 
other reasons. It is true that many 
a country editor fills his sheet with 
sue’i items as: ’Postmaster Stickem 
has shaved off his goatee,’and won­ 
ders th at his paper is despised and 
neglected, when all the time several 
thousand people would be glad to see 
something really valuable from his 
pen. But ii a man with brains (tikes 
hold of it his personality is soon felt, 
recognized and welcomed. The field 
does not seem, on the surface, to be 
an inviting one. and for that reason 
many a bright young newspaper­ 
man is swallowed up, unknown, in 
the big cities, who might lie a shin­ 
ing light in a smaller community. 
Naturally when an ambitious young 
fellow leaves college to enter the 
ranks of newspaper workers he seeks 
a connection with one of the mighty 
papers of the land. He feels the pow­ 
er within him which will speedily set 
jail wrongs right and open the eyes 
of all men to their best interests. 
It 
does not take long to get nil this 
knocked out of him. and unless he 
possesses unusual ability, not onlj* 
above, but far above the average, 
he soon acquires the habit of regard­ 
ing newspaper work as a mere means 
of earning so many dollars a week. 
“ He sees th at he is doomed to ob­ 
scurity in the city: th at he is a mere 
part of the m ach in e. 
He helps to 
turn out an admirable paper, it is 
true, but no credit comes to him 
from it. So he frets or he submits. 
lf he Irets, there is hope for hint in 
the country. Let him take hold in a 
town ol 5,000 people, say. If he has 
capital to start a paper for himself, 
so much the better. If not, let him

The utility of wire rope transmis- 
j sion bas become widely recognized.

where no locations for mills or fac. j 
tories are offered, is this means of 
transmission of precious power ap­ 
preciated,but it is so convenient to use j 
it that we find on the prairies of the 
West mills being operated at a long 
distance from water powers by the 
wire rope. A few days ago, on a trip 
through Nebraska, we noticed a rope 
stretching for nearly a mile from a 
water power to a mill that had re­ 
cently been built adjoining a railroad, 
the owners finding it much more to 
their advantage to have it there, 
with the switching privileges afford­ 
ed, than at the dam.

should be applied with a brush liken 
mucilage brush. Do not leave the 
bottle uncorked for an instant, ex­ 
cept while removing the brush, and 
apply the cement as rapidly as pos­ 
sible, or it will harden. Where there 
is a large hole a piece of what is 
known as “rubber dam,” which may 
also l>e purchased from a dealer in 
dentists’ supplies, may be useful.

a necessity, is to make them 
Help to destroy one another in the 
©bowing manner: A number of tubs, 


3roportionate to the quantity of ra ts 
■n the place which it is desired to rid 
if them, should be placed about, the 
biddie of each occupied by a brick 
standing; on end. The bottom of 
these should be covered with w ater 
to such a depth th a t about a a inch 
af the brick projects above it. T he 
top of the tub should be covered 
with sto u t brown paper, upon which 
a dainty meal of bacon rind and 
athel* scraps dear to the ra t palate 
figures, a sloping board giving the 
rodents facilities for partaking of it. 
The feast should be renewed for sev- 
?ral nights, so th a t all the ra ts in 
the neighborhood m ay get to know 
af the good food which is placed 
within such easy reach. 
When it is 
judged th a t this policy has been pur­ 
sued 
long enough, the centre of 
the brown paper should l>e cut in 
such a m anner th a t any ra t ventur­ 
ing upon it will be precipitated into 
the water below. It m ight bethought 
th a t the result of this would l>e to 
capture a rat, or a t the m ost two, 
for every tub prepared; but no such 
meagre reward for the trouble th at 
has been taken need Im? feared. 
The first ra t to find his tru st abus­ 
ed and himself struggling in the wat­ 
er A t the bottom of a tub soon re­ 
covers sufficiently from the shock to 
ascertain th a t there is a little island 
of refuge, on to which he clambers 
and squeals his loudest for help. 
Now, the squeal oCa ra t in trouble 
a ttra c ts every one of ti in kind within 
bearing, and very few m om ents will 
elapse before Hie victim of misplaced 
confidence is joined by one ct his 
friends. The new-comer is as quick 
to discover the chance of escape morn 
a w atery grave th a t the brick offers 
as was the original victim, but when 
he attem pts to avail himself of its 
presence it becomes apparent th a t 
there is not room for more than one 
upon it. The first comer resists with 
tooth and nail the efforts ai his com­ 
panion in trouble to dispossess him of 
his coign of vantage, and the squeals 
which form tin accompaniment to 
rite fight for a looting upon the brick 
a ttra c t more rats to the scene of the 
tragedy. The conflict waxes more 
and more furious as rat after ra t 
topples into the water, and by m orn­ 
ing bedraggled corpses in plenty will 
gladden the eyes of the man whose 
fosses a t tile teeth of ra ts have in 
duced him to adopt this means of 
thinning their numbers. Some years 
ago the plan described above was 
tried in a c ity warehouse, with the 
result th a t more than ii,OOO rats 
were destroyed in a single night.—

If Parliam ent should 
make a fuss about it the only result 
would lie th at the m inistry would 
have to resign because the sovereign 
can do no wrong, and ii any wrong 
is done it is th» inuit of the ministers. 
in view of the jierils to which mil­ 
lions of the natives of Africa are sub­ 
jected by the advance of civilization, 
in the shape cf the British trader, it 
is thought th a t sufficient publicity 
ought] to be given to the affairs of 
the company to insure the protec­ 
tion of tile natives against outrages 
of the grossest kind.

The following slanderous article 
rom the Wadena Pioneer must have 
t>een inspired by one of Mr. Koop’s 
opponents in the recent political 
fight:

mucky muck of his town. One day a 
leading Finlander came to him and 
said that that night his countrymen 
were to have a grand ball interspersed 
with singing and music, in one of the 
halls, and it would be a good place 
for a speech in Mr. Koop’s interest, 
adding that a $10 bill would be re­ 
quired to set ’em up to the boys. 
Mr. 
Koop caught on, gave the man a 
crisp $10 bill and told him to make 
as good a speech as he could. Along, 
in the evening Mr. Koop and a few of 
his friends sauntered down to the 
hall where the dance was in progress 
and a few minutes after the party 
entered his Finlander friend mounted 
a cbair and proceeded to talk to the 
Fins in their own language. At the 
end of every sentence the crowd 
yelled, clapped 
their 
hands and 
stampped their feet, almost going 
wild with delight. In about half an 
hour the speaker finished and stepped 
down from the top of the cnair. 
Koop rushed up to him, took him by 
the hand and thanked him warmly 
for the good words he had spoken in 
his (Koop’s) behalf. But, come to 
find out the Finlander had not spoken 
in behalf of Koop but roasted him to 
a turn, denouncing him iu unmeas­ 
ured terms and gave his opponent a 
fine send-off. 


Beats the Scheffer Law. 
They have what is termed a novel 
way of treating confirmed inebriate® 
in Sweden. There drunkeness is a 
crime and punished by arrest. The 
victim of too much association with 
the cup that entices is placed generally 
in solitary confinement in a dark cell. 
Then when the stuper of his debauch 
wears off and he begins to call for 
food, instead of 
his being given 
ordinary prison fare, he is fed on a 
pudding made of the strongest wine 
with bread crumbs. The first day his 
diet appears exquisite. But as it is 
not varied o h the second or on the 
third day, by the time of a week has 
elapsed the toper has arrived at such 
a repugnance to all forms of alcohol 
that he is discharged cured. In com­ 
paratively few instances does the 
treatment have to be repeated. After 
all, this is not very much more radical 
than our Minnesota law for the pun­ 
ishment of drunkeness. The novelty 
of the Swedish law is that it is en­ 
forced, while Senator Scheffor's bant­ 
ling poor thing, is almost totally 
neglected by the authorities, and no­ 
body can tell whether it is dead or 
alive.—Winona Republican.

C ou ld H ave S a v ed L in co ln s’ 
Life. 
From » W ashington Special. 
The one man in the world who 
could have prevented the assassina­ 
tion of President Lincoln is dead. 
John Frederick Parker, born in Win­ 
chester, Ya., came to 
Washington 
some time before the firing on Fort i 
Sumter, and soon found employ ment 
on the metropolitan 
police torce. ! 
When in 1862 it was decided to 
strengthen the regular force of door­ 
keepers and watchmen at the White 
House with a squad of policemen,Park­ 
er was one of those selected. 
It thus 
happened that when President Lin­ 
coln and party entered the old Ford 
Theater on the night of Good Friday, 
1865, they were accompanied by 
I *a rker as gun rd. He took his position 
at the door to the private box from 
which President Lincoln watched the 
performance, where he was expected 
to remain and prevent the entrance 
ot every one except the members of 
the party. As the play proceeded, 
Parker from his post could hear just 
j enough of what was said on the stage 
to arouse his curiosity, and it was 
not long before he left the door and 
edged his way toward the audito­ 
rium. He finally took a seat in the 
orchestra, or “pit” as it was then 
called, where he had scarcely settled 
himself when the whole audience was 
surprised by the report of a pistol 
shot. 
The assassin. Booth, had 
stealthily approached the door of the 
President’s private box, where, find­ 
ing no one to challenge him, he en- 
j tered unannounced and fired the fatal 
shot. There is no question in the 
minds of those who are familiar with 
the details that had Pa rker remained 
at his post Booth could never have 
taken President Lincoln unawares. 


K ansas City, Aug. 17.—The K ansas City 
lim ited express from St. Lotus, ou the Mis­ 
souri Pacitio railw ay, fell into the hands of 
bandits early this m orning.

over the tender tow ard the engine. 
One of the bandits covered the fireman 
w ith his revolver, w hile the other took care 
oi tho engineer. 
They were told to bold up 
their hands. T heir hands went up. 
“Now', 
you run this train toO ttervilie water ta n k ,” 
ordered the leader, “ and stop there. 
If you 
attem pt to stop at any other place or give a 
signal of alarm y ou’ll he dead m en,” and 
the robbers placed their wcajions close to 
the hemra o f their victims.

He walked to the door of the ex­ 
press car, and, “covered” by the revolvers 
of three of the robbers, tailed to the ex­ 
press me-aenger, Sam Avery, to open the 
door. 
Avery,

pushed back the door. 
As he did so, the 
leader of the robbers and one oonlederate 
pushed their revolvers in and ordered the 
messenger to hold up his bands.

der was prom ptly oiieyed and three ol the 
robbers jum ped into th e car.

ceeded im m ediately to fhe safe, w hich was 
locked. 
Avery was com m anded to open it, 
and at the {mint ol a revolver did so.

The robbers th in m ade a cursory 
exam ination o f the car to see if they had 
overlooked anything, and finding nothing 
m ote of value, backed out of the car, their

Rope T ra n sm issio n of Pow er. 
From the Modern Milier. 
The utility of wire rope transmis­ 
sion has become widely recognized. 
Not only among the rugged hills 
and mountains of the east and lar 
west, where streamsgorushingdown 
through caverns and rocky steeps, ! 
where no locations for mills or fae. 
tories are offered, is this means of 
transmission of precious power ap­ 
preciated,but it is so convenient to use 
it that we find on the prairies of the 
West mills being operated at a long 
distance from water powers by the 
wire rope. A few days ago, on a trip 
through Nebraska, we noticed a rope 
stretching for nearly a mile from a 
water power to a mill that had re­ 
cently been built adjoining a railroad, 
the owners finding it much more to 
their advantage to have it there, 
with the switching privileges afford­ 
ed, than at the dam.

If H e i3 th e R ig h t K ind o f a M an He 
c a n d o W ell A n y w h e re . 
“What some of your funny men or 
metropolitan newspapers would dc 
without the country editor to crack 
a joke on occasionally, when theit 
think-tanks have run dry. 
I do nol 
know,” said the proprietor, editor 
dramatic critic, news reporter, busi 
ness manager, foreman ol tiie com 
posing room of a thriving weekly 
sheet published in a town adjoining 
New York, while he was on a visit tc 
the city the oHier day, to a New 
York Tribune writer. “When wo art 
thinking of the famous city newspa­ 
pers and the vast influence they ex 
erf, we are apt to underestimate the 
huportant 
place occupied by the 
country newspapers. Moie people 
read them than you would suppose. 
Bight here in your city I have seen 
busy men, men of affairs, leading 
politicians, 
millionaire merchant* 
Mnd railway magnates receive tlicii 
mail in the busiest hours of the day, 
and stop two or three minutes tc 
pick out, unfold and glance over the 
columns of tiie lit tle newspapers pub 
lished in their native towns. 
Every 
name there is familiar to them. Every 
tiling that goeson in thoselittleham 
lets interests them. Then the rush 
of business sweeps along again and 
the little paper is thrust into an in­ 
side pocket to be read from headline 
to the last advertisement at tiie 
first half hour of leisure. 
“Then the residents of the country 
towns want their local papers for 
other reasons. It i# true that many 
a country editor fills his sheet with 
such items as: ‘Postmaster Stickein 
h;is shaved off his goatee,’ and won­ 
ders that Ids paper is despised and 
neglected, when all the time several 
thousand people would be glad tosee 
something really valuable from his 
pen. But if a man with brains takes 
hold of it his personality is soon felt, 
recognized and welcomed. The field 
does not seem, on tiie surface, to be 
an inviting one, and lor that reason 
many a bright young newspaper­ 
man is swallowed up, unknown, ia 
the big cities, who might l>e a shin­ 
ing light in a smaller community. 
Naturally when an ambitious young 
fellow leaves college to enter the 
ranks of newspaper workers he seeks 
a connection with one of the mighty 
papers of the land. Ho feels tiie pow­ 
er within him whicli will speedily set 
all wrongs right and open the eyes 
of all men to their best interests, 
ft 
does not take long to get all this 
knocked out of him, and unless lie 
possesses unusual ability, not only 
above, but fur above the average, 
he soon acquires the habit of regard­ 
ing newspaper work as a mere means 
of earning so many dollars a week. 
“ He sees that lie is doomed to ob­ 
scurity in the citj': that he is a mere 
part of the machine. He helps to 
turn out an admirable paper, it is 
true, but no credit comes to him 
from it. So he frets or he submits. 
If he Irets, there is hope for bin) in 
the country. I>*t him take hold in a 
town ol 5,000 people, say. If he has 
capital to start a paper lor himself, 
so much the better. If not, let him 
do some good work on the paper al­ 
ready established there nnd it will be 
quickly recognized. Let him make 
acquaintances with discretion 
It 
will not lie necessary for him to hang 
around the liquor stores discussing 
Iwiih every idler about the tariff. 
When he is able to make a close esti- 
: mate of what it will cost him to es­ 
tablish a paper, and can argue his 
I case in a convincing way, let him ap­ 
proach some man with money ,or 
who can control money, and who can 
be inspired with confidence in the 
would-be editor’s plans. 
“Then when he is started, let him 
| take pains to find out what the peo- 
| pie are thinking and talking about 
j and beat that other fellow’ who is 
covering tiie same field for some city 
daily. 
People in the country have 
! minds just as well as those living in 
tlie city, and the live breezy, newsy 
country journals exceed in circula­ 
tion the dull ones, just as tbey do in 
the city. If a man lias individuality, 
here he can let it run. 11 is job office 
in many instances pays him better 
than his paper, any way, and he can 
live in comparative affluence, with 
the consciousness of being his own 
mosfer, able to say to the public 
over his own signature just what his 
ideas 
are on all current topics. 
There’s a good deal in that, too, for 
most Americans. 
“Many and many a country news­ 
paper gives cause for wonder why 
peopie ever read it and why anybody 
wants to publish it. But ofl’er to 
! buy out its editor and you will be 
thunderstruck at the price he will re­ 
fuse for it. Tiie position is a fasci­ 
nating one. He is looked to by a 
large part of the community as a 
leader in all movements, religious, 
political or social. He is frequently 
a power in more than mere local af­ 
fairs. and for a man with political as­ 
pirations there are few better callings 
in which to start. 
“A bright, newsy weekly, with a 
paidup circulation of 2.500 nnd a 
proportionate amount of cash ad­ 
vertisements, with a small job office, 
will give a man $2,500 clear (worth 
84.000 in the city) with plenty ol 
time to read, improve his mind, 
keep abreast of the times, and main­ 
tain his social affiliations, nnd will 
assure him about 10,000 readers, on 
whom, il lie has brains (and if not, 
lor Heaven’s sake let him keep out 
of newspaper work of any kind) he 
may exercise a potent influence.” 


To M end R ubber S h o es. 
It is sometimes very convenient 
to have a cement for India rubber, 
by means of which a worn spot in 
tiie overshoes, or nnv rubber article, 
may be repaired without expense or 
trouble. To make a small quantity 
of such a cement, sufficient to keep 
for emergency purchase 5 cents’ 
worth of red rubber from some deaf­ 
er in dentists’ supplies. Cut it into 
bits, put in a bottle, and cover it 
with chloroform. 
In about 
ten 
minutes it will be dissolved. 
It 
should be applied with a brush likea 
mucilage brush. 
Do not leave the 
bot tle uncorked lor an instant, ex­ 
cept while removing the brush, and 
apply the cement as rapidly as pos­ 
sible, or it will harden. Where there 
is a large hole a piece of what ia 
known as “rubber dam,” which may 
also be purchased from a dealer in 
dentists’ supplies, may he useful. 
Cut out a piece of this of suitable 
size, fasten it over tho hole with a 
few’ stitches, and brush over the rub-, 
ber with the cement. Care should be. 
taken not to inhale any chloroform^ 
nor to leave this cement where chil­ 
dren can get to it.

11 the place which it is desired to rid 
them, should be placed about, the 
aiiddfe of each occupied by a brick 
standing on end. The bottom of 
these should be covered with water 
ro such a depth th a t about ait inch 
Df the brick projects above it. T he 
top of the tub should be covered 
with stout brown paper, upon which 
% dainty meal of bacon rind and 
at her scraps dear to the rat palate 
figures, a sloping board giving the 
rodents facilities for partaking of it. 
The least should be renewed for sev­ 
eral nights, so th a t all the rats in 
the neighborhood may get to know 
af the good food which is placed 
within such easy reach.

S e c re ts of A frica, 
lilustmteit 
A feature of tfie British enterprise 
in East Africa is the secrecy with 
which the operations of the British 
Imperial East African Company are 
conducted. In “ Whitaker, which is 
supposed to give all official informa­ 
tion on all public m atters, the words j 
“No information accessible” appear 
opposite the entry referring to this 
corporation. As the company con­ 
ducts its operations under a char­ 
acter granted by the Queen, this 
secrecy excites criticism, but little 
can be done. If Parliament should 
make a fuss about it the only result 
would l>e th at the ministry would 
have to resign because the sovereign 
can do no wrong, and if any wrong 
is done it is th**!ault of the ministers. 
In view of the jierils to which mil­ 
lions of the natives of Africa are sub­ 
jected by theadvnnee of civilization, 
in the shape cl the British trader, it 
is thought th at sufficient publicity 
ought) to be given to the affairs of 
the company to insure the protec­ 
tion of tfie natives against outrages 
of the grossest kind. It is recalled 
in connection with this m atter th at 
in no case, except, perhaps, one, 
have the doings of any British col­ 
onial company 
been 
sufficiently ] 
known to permit adequate public 
discussion of them. Official secrecy 
has stifled the moans of the native ] 
possessors of the soil. Very little is j 
known ot what is going on in the 
Congo State, except to the officers 
of the company, the employes of the 
company lieing bound over to si 
lence in penalties. 


A C lerical E rro r. 
Some years ago a barber was ar­ 
rested in Paris for badly cutting a 
customer. There was no question 
about the gash and what made it 
seem worse the razor wielder said, in 
a way, he had done it purposely.
